RECIPE FOR GLOGG ...

Serves 4 to 6 people 


1 750 mL bottle of dry red wine 

1 decilitre (100mL) of sweet wine, Madeira or Sherry 
2 decilitres (200 mL) of brandy 

50 grams of raisins

50 grams of almonds 

50 grams of filberts (hazel nuts) 

4 pieces of clove 

2 peices of cinnamon stick 

Orange peel from % of an orange 
Cardamom seeds from 2 cardamom pods 
One piece of candied ginger 

250 grams of sugar 


Use an appropriate size of pot that will handle all the ingre- 
dients. Empty the red wine, brandy and sherry into the pot. 
Put the cloves, cinnamon sticks, cardamom seeds, orange peel 
and candied ginger into a piece of cheesecloth and put into 
the pot. Add the raisins. Heat until just below boiling point. 
Add the sugar stirring slowly. Put the lid on, turn the heat 

_ down and let the mixture simmer for an hour. Taste frequent- 
ly. If a bitter taste remains, add a little more sugar. Remove 
the cheesecloth and spices. The raisins can be eaten on the 
spot, served with the glégg or saved for future use. 


For serving add raisins, almonds and filberts (hazel nuts), 
and heat to just below boiling point. Glégg is excellent as a 
welcome drink on cold winter evenings. 


Note: Unused Gl¢gg can be stored in the refrigerator until 


next year.

Following the meal, discussions 
began and reports were given by the 
Treasurer, the S/N President, the 
Sports Officer, and others commen- 
ting on the Language Camp and 
Casino results. There was talk on the 
S/N part in the Birkebeiner Race and 
the money made in the Casino, (over 
$26,000.00). 

Kris Nyhus spoke of Lodge pro- 
grams coming up, (sleigh ride), enter- 
tainment by Folk Dancers, and invita- 
tions for Norwegian. exchange 
students to the Edmonton area. There 
was talk of a joint meeting of the 
Calgary Torske and the Edmonton 
members at Blackfalds, April 12th, 
but more will have to go into the 
organization of such a meeting if it is 
to be as successful as last year’s ef- 
fort. 

Language Camp this year will be 
held August 17th to 23rd. The Silver 
Broom, S/N Curling challenge was 
scheduled for March 1st, and the 
Winter Games were held this year at 
Grande Prairie. The 4th District Con- 
vention at Fargo was touched on, but 
left to the Sons of Norway members 
to discuss. 

Verner Steinbru introduced the 
guest speaker for the evening, John 
Hault, Director of the Edmonton 
Space Science Centre. 

Mr. Hault was born and raised in 
Halifax, received his first Degrees 


from Dalhousie University. He worked 
in Edmonton with the Queen Elizabeth 
Planetarium prior to his pet project — 
promoting the Space Science Centre. 
He spoke of his ambition, his fund- 
raising program and where the money 
came from to build and furnish the 
edifice. Many contributions were 
received to obtain the first $17 
million; this was followed by an addi- 
tional $5 million. Some of the con- 
tributors included the Zeidlers, Pat 
Morge, |.0.L. and NOVA to name just 
a few. Douglas Cardinal, the ar- 
chitect, charged $50,000; Bird’s 
Construction’s cost for the building 


‘was $7,895,000.00 From  sod- 


turning to completion took 11 mon- 
ths, but it took an additional 14 
months to furnish the building. 

For starters there was need for $2 
million worth of equipment from Ger- 
many and supplies for two theatres 
from Paris. The theatre has a staff of 
25, with a part-time backup of 125 
personnel. 

Through operation from July 1st, 
1985, to the end of that year they 
took in $534,000.00, while in 1986 
they have so far received $600,000. 
The theatre has a 70 m wide screen 
operating with a 22 m film with 5 
perf., which projects 3 times the nor- 
mal 70 mm. Some of the educational 
programs include: Preventative 
Medicine, Children’s Education, 
Space High Exhibits, Space Science, 
Halley’s comet, and the Challenger’s 
Devastating Flight. These films 
together with ‘‘Why Space Science 
Exists’’ provide the answers to many 
questions. 


The talk given by Mr. Hault kept the 
Torske members on the edge of their 
seats throughout. He was thanked by 
Doug Peterson, and Bernie Olafson 
presented him with two Torske Klub- 
ben mugs, a memento of the occa- 
sion.

Copenhagen, the 
year is 1845; a 
heavily-laden 
stagecoach rum- 
bles out of the city 
through the West 
Gate. Among its 
passengers is a young brewer by the 
name of Jacob Christian Jacobsen, 
starting out on what in those days 
was considered an_ interminable 
journey. His goal is distant Munich, 
where he intends to seek out his old 
workmaster, Brewer Gabriel 
Sedimayr, at the Zum Spaten 
Brewery ... 

But let us just take a quick look at 
the times leading up to young Jacob’s 
journey. 

Born on September 2nd, 1811, 
J.C. Jacobsen was the son of Brewer 
Christian Jacobsen, who as a young 
man had left his parents’ farm in 
Jutland to carve a new life for himself 
in Copenhagen. Within a few years, 
this enterprising and purposeful man 
had made good and owned his own 
brewery in Brolaeggerstraede, 
operating it with great skill and in- 
sight. It is interesting to note that he 
was one of the first Danish brewers to 
use a thermometer instead of simply 
digging his elbow into the beer, as 
was the habit of his contemporaries. 

It was here in Brolaeggerstraede 
that the son Jacob Christian was born 
and grew to manhood. As the years 
went by, he developed into a skilful 
brewer and a man with wide intellec- 
tual horizons. Concurrently with his 
practical work in the brewery, he at- 
tended the lectures of H.C. Grsted at 
the Technical College of Denmark. 
These contributed in no small degree 
.to giving him an understanding of the 
essence and practical significance of 
science — an understanding which

was later to manifest itself to an enor- 
mous degree. When his father died in 
1835, it was only natural for J.C. 
Jacobsen to take over and run the 
brewery for his mother. Forward- 
looking as he was, it was only natural 
for him to be on the look-out for new 
methods of improving the beer of his 
times — top-fermented and generally 
of poor quality. 

He undertook a number of study 
tours in Germany, one trip in 1838 
being to Munich where he studied 
beer brewing with Gabriel Sedimayr 
at Zum Spaten. On his return home 
he utilized the fruits of his ex- 
periences in experiments made in his 
mother’s wash-copper (to be seen to 
this day at the Carlsberg Museum), 
and eventually succeeded in produc- 
ing a drinkable Danish lager-type 
beer. However, he soon realized that 
in order to obtain a completely 
satisfactory product, it. would be 
necessary for him to work with the 
original Bavarian beer-yeast. Hence 
his return journey to the Bavarian 
capital in 1845. 

He managed to secure two pots of 
yeast from Brewer Sedimayr, and on- 
ly with great difficulty was he able to 
get them safely home. At every 
single resting place along the long 
road from Munich to Copenhagen, he 
had to get out of the coach and pump 
water on the yeast to cool and keep it 
alive.

On returning home from Munich he 
embarked upon the rational brewing 
of lager beer. The previous year 
Jacobsen had been granted a royal 
license to establish a storage cellar in 
Copenhagen’s ramparts, and in 1846 
the local retailers were able to adver- 
tise “‘the first lager beer from Mr. 
Jacobsen’s vault under the 
ramparts. ”’ 

Jacobsen had long dreamed of be- 
ing able to set up a brewing concern 
on a large scale, and with a sum of 
money inherited upon the death of his 
mother he bought a piece of land in 
the Copenhagen suburb of Valby.

Here, Denmark's first railway line was 
being laid between Copenhagen and 
Roskilde, and the water conditions 
were particulary favourable for his 
purpose. It was here that he 
established his brewery Carlsberg - 
named after his infant son Car/. Brew 
No. 1 was started on November 
10th, 1847, and it marked the begin- 
ning of a new epoch within Danish 
trade life; the brewer’s craft had 
become an /ndustry. 

The last thing J. C. Jacobsen ever 
dreamed was that the brewing in- 
dustry would pass through such a 
tremendous phase of development 
that it has. He was of the opinion that 
quality would suffer if his concern 
grew too large - a fear which was 
later to prove groundless. The daily 
production capacity at Carlsberg has 
now grown to five times that of the 
entire output of its first year - 3,500 
hectolitres. 

In recognition of the practical im- 
portance of science, J. C. Jacobsen 
established the Carlsberg Laboratory 
in 1875, its chemical department be- 
ing placed under the leadership of Pro- 
fessor J. Kjeldahl. Since then, this in-

stitute of research has been the birth- 
place of. many important works and 
inventions. Among them are the 
Kjeldahl method for the determination 
of nitrogen and - not least - the 
method of the physiologist, Professor 
Emil Chr. Hansen, for the pure- 
cultivation of yeast. Later came Pro- 
fessor S. P. L. Sorensen’s concept of 
the hydrogen-ion concentration and 
his protein experiments. Other impor- 
tant works which should be mention- 
ed are the studies of Professor Ojvind 
Winge into the genetics of yeast,,and 
Professor K. Linderstrom-Lang’s 
histro- and enzymo-chemical protein 
research. When framing the statutes 
of the Laboratory, Jacobsen main- 
tained that’‘no result of the activities 
of the institute, whether of a 
theoretical or a practical nature, shall 
be kept secret.”’ 

Jacobsen also sought to repay the 
debt he felt he owed to science by 
establishing the Car/sberg Foundation 
on September 25th, 1876. This 
Foundation, which in 1888 after 
Jacobsen’s death and in accordance 
with the terms of his last testament 
assumed control of the Carlsberg 
Brewery as proprietor, consisted of 
three departments: the Carlsberg 
Laboratory, Science in general (in- 
cluding the Carlsberg Foundation’s In- 
stitute of Biology), and the Museum 
of National History at Frederiksborg 
Castle. 

The Foundation is managed by five 
scientists, chosen by and from the 
members of the Royal Danish 
Academy of Sciences and Letters. 

The reciprocal action between in- 
dustry and science which is so 
manifest in the activities of the 
Carlsberg institution, must surely be 
unique throughout the world. This in- 
teraction is certainly fruitful to both, 
and thereby to the community at 
large. In brief: Science cannot do

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as he was often called, being an of- 
ficer in the Civil Guard - remained 
faithful through the years to his 
youthful ideals. He sought constantly 
to train his mind and augment his 
knowledge, among other things 
through his many travels abroad, 
often accompanied by his son Carl. 

It was on one such journeys that J. 
C. Jacobsen died. A full life had 
drawn to a close - a great son of Den- 
mark had passed away. 

Carl Jacobsen was born on March 
2nd, 1842. His father let him have 
the best possible theoretical and prac- 
tical education, partly through the 
Technical University of Denmark, and 
partly at a number of foreign 
breweries including establishments in 
Great Britain, Germany and France. 

When Carl, thoroughly trained, 
returned from his travels abroad, a 
completely new brewery stood ready. 
He rented this from his father in 
1871. It was given the name of 
“‘New Carlsberg’ (the present ‘‘Mid- 
die Brewery’’). Here J.C. Jacobsen 
had expected that part of the produc- 
tion would consist of English types of 
beers. However, it quickly became 
apparent that there was not a big 
enough market for these top- 
fermented beers in Denmark; the only 
one to survive until our times is ‘’GI. 
Carlsberg Porter’’, while the Bavarian 
type - the lager - was a great success. 

Carl Jacobsen wanted to extend the 
brewery, but his father was against 
this which led to disagreements bet- 
ween the two. After some years this 
led to the tenancy being terminated, 
whereupon Carl Jacobsen set up his 
own brewery, ‘’Ny Carlsberg’’. This 
was situated right alongside ‘‘Gamle 
Carlsberg’’ (Old Carlsbeg), the name 
by which his father’s concern then 
came to be known, and for some years 
to follow they competed against each 
other - at times very sharply. 

However, it was not merely in his 
skill as a brewer that Carl Jacobsen 
took after his father, he also inherited 
the same intellectual interests. He

saw his big task as sharing his love of 
art with the greatest number of people 
possible, by introducing art into every- 
day life - even into work itself. This 
can be seen when one considers the 


construction of Ny Carlsberg. His ef-. 


forts to combine the practical with the 
beautiful are apparent wherever one

looks, with columns and ornamental 
work characterizing many of the 
technical buildings. The Elephant 
Gate, The Brewhouse and The Double 
Gate are some of the constructions 
where artistic decoration is particularly “ 
prominent.

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But is was not just within the walls 
of New Carlsberg that Carl Jacobsen 
strived to disseminate the Arts. His 
efforts have left their mark on the 
whole of Copenhagen. In 1879 he set 
up the A/bertina Fund, the income from 
which is used to pay for the ornamen- 
tation of Copenhagen’s public squares 
and gardens. Chapu’s Jeanne d’Are, 
Bissen’s Tubalkain and _ Sinding’s 
Valkyrie are just a few of the donations 
made to the city through his fund. Ed- 
vard Eriksen’s ‘‘The Little Mermaid’’ 
the now world famous statue so 
beautifully situated on Langelinie, 
Copenhagen’s harbour promenade, 
was presented personally by Carl 
Jacobsen to his native city. 

It was Carl Jacobsen who gave 
Copenhagen the name of ‘The City 
of The Beautiful Towers’’, con- 
tributing to no small degree in making 
it worthy of this designation by erec- 
ting the monumental spire of the St. 
Nicholas Church and building the 
Jesus Church, the slender campanile 
of which forms the west flank of the 
city’s towered silhouette.

But his greatest contribution to art, 
made in 1902, was in presenting his 
brewery, Ny Carlsberg, to the 
Carlsberg Foundation. He made this 
bequest on the condition that the in- 
come from the brewery. should 
henceforth form the basis of the Ny 
Carlsberg Foundation, which he 
established at the same time. This 
foundation works for the furtherance 
of art, inter alia throught the 
maintenance of the Vy Carlsberg Glyp- 
tothek - also founded by Carl Jacob- 
sen - which with its collections of old 
and modern paintings, together with 
its scupltures and archaeological 
treasures, stands as one of the world’s 
finest museums of its kind. ~The Ny 
Carlsberg Foundation also lends con- 
siderable support to the Arts by its fre- 
quent purchases of Danish works of 
art for distribution among Danish pro- 
vincial galleries and, following the ex- 
ample set by Carl Jacobsen himself, in 
commissioning works of art for public 
squares, sports grounds and schools 
throughout the country - in fact, in all 
places frequented by the public. 

In 1906, Gamle and Ny Carlsberg 
were amalgamated under the name 
“The Carlsberg Breweries’’. This 
meant that the profits from this great 
enterprise were secured for cultural 
purposes for all time. 

The first director of The Carlsberg 
Breweries was Carl Jacobsen, a posi- 
tion he held until his death on January 
11th, 1914. 

It will be appreciated that the area of 
activity of the Carlsberg institution is 

-very extensive, and in 1938 it was 
widened even further when, on the 
50th anniversary of the day that the 
Foundation assumed control of Gamle 
Carlsberg, the directors established 
the Carlsberg Bequest to the Memory 
of Brewer J. C. Jacobsen. The object 
of the Trust is ‘to operate in support of 
socially beneficial aims within the 
“sphere of practical life’’. 

On October ist, 1969, The 
Carlsberg Foundation entered into an 
agreement with The United Breweries

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In a national referendum on 27 
February, Danish voters went to the 
polls and approved a package of Euro- 
pean community reforms. The 
positive result allowed the Danish 
minority government to sign the 
following day an international docu- 
ment revising the EC’s founding 
treaty. 

The final results showed 56.2% of 
Danish voters in the referendum 
voted ‘’yes’’ to the reforms, while 
43.8% voted ‘‘no’’. The turn-out for 
the referendum was 75% and thus up 
5% in comparison to the 1985 
municipal elections.

Schulter praised the outcome, stating 
on television, ‘‘It is a clear-cut deci- 
sion by the Danish people. The most 
important thing now is to get back to 
work to improve Danish relations with 
Europe and resume positive co- 
operation with our EC partners.’’ 

While the referendum did not per- 
tain to EC membership per se, the 
large proportion of ‘’no’’ ballots 
represented the biggest anti-Common 
Market vote since Denmark joined the 
EC in 1973, prior to which, 63.3% of 
the electorate had approved Danish 
entry. 

The referendum was called by 
Prime Minister Schluter’s minority 
government, after the Social 
Democrats lined up with other opposi- 
tion parties to block passage in Parlia- 
ment of the so-called EC-Package. 

The Social Democrats, who 
originally brought Denmark into the 
EC, but led the campaign against the 
reforms, apparently assumed that the 
minority government would be forced 
to call an early general election after 
the defeat in Parliament. 
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Danes Approve EC Reforms 
In National Referendum 


The view of the four-party coalition 
was that the parliamentary vote en- 
dangered Denmark’s membership in 
the Community, and that this should 
be put to the people. The result of the 
referendum was not legally binding on 
Parliament, but the Social Democrats 
had agreed to abide by the result, 
after they were allowed to assist in 
formulating the referendum question. 

The EC-Package of reforms had 
been agreed to by all EC Member 
States at the European council 
meeting in Luxembourg at the begin- 
ning of December 1985. The host of 
reforms could not, however, become 
legally binding until all 12 Member 
States had ratified them. In the case 
of Denmark, the Package would have 
to be approved by the Danish Parlia- 
ment’s Market Committee. 

The Danish Social Democrats op- 
posed the EC-Package as they claim- 
ed the changes to the Common 
Market Treaty would threaten Den- 
mark’s sovereignty, particularly the 
powers of the Danish Parliament. 
They held that the Package was a 
step towards European political 
union, which would erode the veto 
rights of small countries. The Social 
Democrats were also opposed to giv- 
ing more power to the European 
Parliament, largely a consultative 
body. As well, the Social Democrats 
feared that Danish environmental 
standards would be endangered for 
the sake of greater trade and profits. 
At the same time, the Social Demo- 
crats maintained that a ‘’no’’ to the 
Package was not a ‘‘’no’”’ to EC 
membership. 

The Danish government, on the 
other hand, emphasized that a rejec- 
tion of the EC-Package would bring 
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the threat of mass unemployment and 
a loss of export markets, because a 
“‘no’’ vote would mark Denmark’s 
first step out of the Community. 

The coalition government maintain- 
ed that the introduction of majority 
voting on _ internal-market “issues 
would be beneficial to Denmark, 
which is highly dedendent on exports. 
lt would simply mean completing the 
customs union and creating a truly 
common market. The Danish govern- 
ment also contended that the for- 
malising by treaty of foreign policy 
co-operation would have little prac- 
tical effect. 

Although the ‘‘no’’ vote was large 
enough to save the Social Democrats 
from complete humiliation, the result 
was nonetheless an embarrassing 
defeat for Denmark's largest political 
party. 

Many political observers noted that 
the Social Democrats, who have been 
in opposition since 1982, had 
thought that by blocking the EC- 
Package in Parliament, they could 
have forced a general election. 
However, they were out-manoeuvred 
by the government, who appealed 
directly to the people by calling the 
referendum. As well, the Government 
stated that it would not resign if it lost 
the referendum. 


According to Danish public opinion 
polls, support for the Social 
Democrats has been declining, from 
about 42% in the early 1960's, down 
to about 32% in 1984, and recently 
down to below 30% of the elec- 
torate. It appears that many Social 
Democrats, as well as the younger 
generation of left-wing supporters, 
would now vote for the neutralist 
Socialist People’s Party or other left- 
wing parties. 

This challenge from the left has 
pushed the Social Democrats into 
distancing themselves from NATO’s 
nuclear strategy and, more recently, 
into opposing the EC reforms. 

In this way the adoption of the EC- 
Package became a domestic issue in 
Denmark. Moreover, the issue clearly 
revealed the power struggle which is 
going on within the Social Democrat 
Party. In other words, the issues in 
the referendum campaign dealt not 
only with the specific EC reforms, and 
the further development of the Euro- 
pean Community, as should have 
been the case. Instead, the issue 
became very much embroiled in 
domestic Danish policies. 

The EC-Package agreed to 
unanimously in Luxembourg, 
represented the lowest common 
denominator among the Twelve.

Most of the other 11 Member States 
had wanted to go further, but bent 
over backwards to accommodate 
Denmark. Since the Package involved 
amendments to the founding Treaty 
of Rome, the decision had to be 
unanimous. ; 


Politicians throughout Europe, who 
were not endeared by the develop- 
ment of events in Copenhagen, 
stated that Denmark should not be 
allowed to delay or halt the much 
needed reforms. Indeed, if Denmark 
rejected the Package, the other 
Member States should proceed on 
their own, in effect excluding Den- 
mark, which could have been the 
country’s first step out of the com- 
munity. 


Had the adoption of the EC- 
Package been scuttled by the Danes, 
it would have had grave and unpredic- 
table consequences for the European 
Community, and Denmark's place in 
the EC. It would have jeopardized 
Denmark's relations with the other 
countries of Western Europe, as well 
as Denmark’s own economic future.

Breweries and The United Breweries 
were amalgamated: This merger is a 
natural conclusion to the close 
cooperation entered into by agreement 
between the two breweries on May 
6th, 1903. It took place for reasons of 
the rapidly changing conditions within 
the international brewing industry, 
with the view to a unification of 
resources enabling joint exploitation of 
the latest technical developments. 

The merger was shaped in such a 
way that The Carlsberg Foundation 
-upon the amalgamation of The 
Carlsberg Breweries with The United 
Breweries - received in return shares in 
the new company, The United 
Breweries Ltd., with the Carlsberg 
Foundation continuing to use the earn- 
ings derived from these shares for the 
support of science and art. 
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The Carlsberg Laboratory was established by J.C. Jacobsen in 1875 as an in- 
dependent scientific institution. The present building was opened in 1897 on 
Carlsberg’s 50th anniversary. Through the vestibule, containing the busts of’ 
Louis Pasteur and the German chemist Liebig, have passed large numbers of 
scientists from both Denmark and overseas, all having contributed towards the 
Laboratory's recognition at home and abroad.
